Will the MUS receive $6,00 per medical 
student in place of the present Students' Society 
$1.00 grant ? 

This issue will be decided by an open meeting 
of the Students' Society tomorrow at 1 pm. 

• Strong Controversy 

Garth Moshcr, President of the MUS, contends 
that due to differences in curriculum and the 
arrangement of the Med's academic year they are 
unable to partake in the greater part of the 
activities which the Students' Society provides for 
its members.. He cannot sec why the Med. 
students, hard-pressed for money, should be 
required to give the SEC $15.00 of which only 
$1.00 is returned to them: He would not only 
ask for the additional $5.00 but would also choose 
the method of its dispersement, having the $6.00 
per Med. student sent directly from the cashier 
to the MUS by-passing the SEC completely. 

The Students' Society is directly opposed to 
this view.. They feel that the Societies' main pur- 
pose is to bring the students together and that 
this function would be lost if it became dis- 
membered into separate interest groups. David 
Freedman, SEC representative from Arts and 
Science, discounts Mr. Moshcr's argument that 



the Meds don't have enough time for the 
Students' Society activities. To illustrate this he 
says that these same Meds are going (o us,e the 
money to sponsor their own convocation activities, 
publish their own activities and yearbook and run 
their own formal which will undoubtedly take 
more time than is required to participate in the 
other faculties' activities. He points out that by 
paying $4.00 to the SEC the Meds arc going to 
stay within the Students'Socicty with all -of its 
privileges. The Meds benifit from the existence 
of Scope, The Film Society, The Red and White 
Revue and Convocation activities, WUS, the 
Debating Union and MCWA. They should then 
be willing to support these activities and their 
proposed contribution will only cover the per- 
manent staff salary with' nothing left over for 
the support of any activities. 

300 Students Needed 

The executives of both the Students' Society 
which includes the Medical Undergraduates' So- 
ciety and the MUS itself have been urging their 
members to come to the meeting in order that 
they might vote. It is imperative that 300 students 
be present in order for any action to be taken. 
In a grave matter such as this it is most important 
that the student body voices its opinion.

Campus- Wide Poll 
To Elect 40 M.P. 9 s 



A model parliament, to be elect- 
ed by a campus wide representative- 
type electorate, will take place on 
Wednesday, Dec. 4. 

Campus-wide elections will be 
held on Nov. 29 to elect members 
from over 30 constituencies, and 
the majority will form a govern- 
ment and introduce a bill. An 
additional 10 sets will be allotted 
by proportional distribution. The 
Liberal Club and the Conservative 
Club will each nominate a com- 
plete slate of candidates in all 
constituencies, and will also im- 
port from Ottawa an M.P. from 
their respective party to join in 
the proceedings. 

Nominations for students wish- 
ing to run for Model Parliament as 
independents must be handed in 
to the Debating Union Office in 





the Union basement by 6 pm on 
Thursday, Nov. 7. All nominations 
must be signed by 25 students in 
the nominee's Faculty as well as the 
nominee himself; nominations will 
be screened by the Debating Union.

This is the first year that the 
mock Ppjrliamcnt has been held on 
such a large scale, being based 
upon a representative voting by the 
whole campus. This is the only par- 
liament of its kind on the Quebec 
University scene. In a recent Mock 
Parliament election in the University 
of British Columbia the students 
followed the federal trend as they 
elected a Conservative Government.

Rev. Dr. J. Whale, English au- 
thor and former Dean of Divinity 
at Chesnut College, Cambridge, 
yesterday spoke in Moyse Hall on 
"Thinking is Our Business"? 

This was the third in the "On 
Tuesday"" series of talks sponsored 
by the McGill Student Christian 
Movement. 

Dr. Whale said that he had been 
tempted to chose the more provoca- 
tive topic : "Anthill or Anarchy" 
and this was the theme of his talk. 
"Modern society", said Dr. Whale, 
'looks to its universities for the so- 
lution of its important problems". 
He went on to say that one of the

Stewart Room, we observed a pair of inept youths vainly 
trying to strip a table of its felt covering. We let bur mind 
drift back to our own freshman year, and our own first im- 
pressions of the pool" room. What visions were summoned 
up! Powerful personalities howling at each other in a won- 
derful exotic language at the hearts tables; a hushed tense 
crowd acting as chorus to a drama in which two cool-eyed, 
nerveless antagonists grimly fenced for "sell-outs," and then 
vindictively slammed the balls home; sounds; thumping, 
clicking, shouting, laughing, heated invective and roars of 
victory all crackled through the air in a brilliant display of 
sonar and syllabic fireworks : kibitzers, hecklers, wizards 
of the cue and helplesss "fish" all merging in one vibrant, 
organic, whole. 

The room itself was large, and made bright by sunlight 
which streamed in through the windows. Built into the walls 
all aroimd the room, were comfortable leather covered seats, 
more than enough to accomodate the gallery of hecklers and 
thè people waiting for a table. 

Our mind was jolted out of this pleasant reverie by the 
rude contrast offered by the present room, both in appear- 
ance and in spirit. Our new pool room is done in a novel, 
different motif. It is planned along the lines of an early 
Edwardian furnace room, tastefully decorated with four con- 
crete walls, an absence of windows, and an excess of reveal- 
ed plumbing. ' 

The members of the almost exclusively, freshman and 
sophomore crowd seem unaware of each other. Silent, f idgity 
shapes witting from the heat and smoke, tread on each 
other's toes, play their games and leave. 

Bill complained that it's been getting duller and lonelier 
sjnee he was moved downstairs. As the old boys graduated 
or flunked out, no new "old Boys" were generated to carry 
on the tradition of the place. Why? Because the facilities 
are poor and the physical appearance is decrepit and degra- 
ding. Come to think of it, so are the physical appearances of 
the grill room, the cafeteria, the ballroom and the Daily 
offices. There's something lacking in our Union facilities.

There is one thing that the "family" magazines have in 
common, be the American or Canadian. They tend to the 
ridiculous. Most of these magazines follow a certain set 
pattern, which seems to have been formulated some years 
ago by a very misguided editor. 

The plan is to have something for everybody. Thus the 
magazines include several "articles of general interest." 
These may be on such interesting topics as the private life 
of a basketball star, the "inside story" on adolescence, or 
a feature on that interesting little man who has been selling 
tuxedos to members of Parliament for twenty-five years. 
The latter article generally includes a number of anecdotes. 

-Then there are the short stories. Boy meets girl; con- 
flict follows; conflict resolved; boy gets girl.

Folkways 
Questions McHeath 

Sir : Critics as well as concerts may 
appear one-sided. 

You. aptly called Pete Seeger's 
concert "the two-penny opera". This 
was indeed justified : entertainment 
for the man on the street. This is his 
medium, you know. . Corporation 
presidents don't look at themselves 
in song. 

The market, nonetheless; is terrific. 
Millions are spent each year by your 
"car-owning, well-dressed and happy- • 
about-it folks" to watch Frank Si- 
natra stand on a pedestal in a tux in 
a movie singing "Old Man River; 
perhaps Macheath feels easier when 
the jukebox, night club m.c, or Guy 
Lombardo grind out "plain folks" 
songs like "Good Night Irene", or 
"Sixteen Tons", or 'The Banana 
Boat Song". 

Further : . Macheath "rather en- 
joyed" listening to the "idol of 
young Communist groups" last year. 
This year he decries the-' "very same 
comments ... in the very same mock- 
sincere voice." At least Seeger's 
humanitarian sentiments — childish 
or otherwise — remain constant. 
Macheath, like so many others, seems 
to have become disenchanted this 
year. 

Besides, many of the 2000 who 
flocked to hear him . (aside from 
McGill cynics) might like to feel 
there is still one "wide-eyed child" 
around. 

If you are going to engage in 
name-calling, don't call Seeger a 
"liberal", but a "conservative", using 
your own Mr. Kingsbury's definition: 
"one who likes to think of himself 
as one who is saving what is best in 
his society." What Seeger saves is 
hit nation's history. Union maids to 
guaranteed annual wage, the unem- 
ployed to Freud; are recorded in 
song: a tribute to old heroes and 
foes and meant to be taken only as 
such. New "union" songs are being 
written: Macheath's college-age child- 
ren will someday sit at the back of 
Moyse Hall and scoff at automation 
and corrupt-labour songs. 

Minstrel Seeger probably felt the 
Hungarian revolt as strongly as did 
Macheath. He sang songs about 
freedom from oppression; compared 
in song the United Nations to a 
chain. Macheath was uncomfortable 
this year. 

Anyway, Macheath, labels and libel 
make good editorial page material. 
My six years of recording Pete 
Seeger have brought me irate letters 
from "leftwing" groups calling my 
organization rightwing; and from 
"rightwing" groups calling leftist 
names. Folkways purpose in record- 
ing Seeger was the same as in re- 
cording anthropologist M. J. Hers- 
kovitz, musicologist Henry Cowell, 
Chief Justice William Douglas, and 
the James Joyce Society : to have 
enduring evidence of the social forces 
of our era.

Articxe IV (1) (b) be changed to read "Each female member of 
the Students' Society, with the exception of the Students of - the 
Faculty of Medicine, shall be required . . . etc." 

Article IV have an additional clause : (1) (g) Each 'male student of 
the Faculty of Medicine and member of the Students' Society shall 
be required to pay an annual fee of fifteen dollars ($15.00), this 
sum to be collected by the Cashier with the tuition fees and divided 
as follows : — 

Medical Undergraduate Society $6.00 

McGill Union 3.50 

Students' Executive Council 4.00 

McGill Daily 1.50 

Articxb IV have an additional clause : (1) (h) Each female student 
of the Faculty of Medicine and member of the Students' Society 
shall be required to pay an annual fee of fifteen dollars ($15.00), 
this sum to be collected by the Cashier with the tuition fees and 
divided as follows : — 

' Medical Undergraduate Society $6.00 

Women's Union 3.50 

Students' Executive Council 4.00 

McGill Daily 1.50 

Articxe VI — Students' Executive Council (8) be changed to read 
"The Council shall receive from the University all sums payable 
under Article IV Section 1, sub-sections a, b, c, d, e, f, g, and h, 
except the amounts payable to the Medial Undergraduate Society of 
McGill University, and to the Women's Union of McGill University, 
and shall . . . etc." 

Articxb XII Referendum — have an additional clause: (9) No 
referendum may alter the allocation of Fees as described in Article 
IV of this Constitution, unless such alteration obtains the support 
of two-thirds of the members of the Society or Organization to 
which such allocation is made. 

Tho meeting will also consider any 
other business of the Students' Society
